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Backing for 
continental 
market to 
be fixture 

A CONTINENTAL food and 
craft market could become a 
regular fixture in Welshpool 
under plans by the town 
council. 

The market - which could 
consist of up to 15 stalls and 
be located in either the 
street, the car park behind 
the town hall or the bottom 
market - was set to be given 
the go ahead at a meeting of 
the council yesterday 
(Wednesday). 

It is hoped that the mar¬ 
ket could attract shoppers to 
the town from the sur¬ 
rounding area, boosting the 
local economy. 

Robert Robinson, town 
clerk, said: “The Council 
Services and Property Com¬ 
mittee considered the 
request for a food and craft 
market comprising 15 stalls 
at its latest meeting. 

“This could be on the 
street, in the car park at the 
rear of the town hall or in 
the bottom market with 
spillage into the back areas 
of the hall. 

“The recommendation 
from the committee is that 
the town clerk be given the 
authority to arrange for 
such markets to be held in 
the town.” 

In April 2011, the town 
council revived the old 
street market in the town 
and the stalls for this mar¬ 
ket are positioned along 
Broad Street every week on 
a Monday. 

Post boxes 
protection 

GREATER protection will 
be offered to people in rural 
communities against the 
removal of post boxes, the 
industry’s regulator has 
announced. 

Ofcom said it wanted to 
make sure arrangements for 
a post box within half a mile 
of at least 98 per cent of 
addresses were kept in 
place. 

It comes after four post 
boxes were stolen in rural 
areas near Oswestry and 
Ellesmere late last year. 

Regulations covering the 
locations and density of post 
box coverage will be 
extended, Ofcom said.

Speaking at a town council meeting ear¬ 
lier this year Dr Middleton said the estab¬ 
lished Shropdoc out-of-hours service had 
been independently audited as one of the 
best in the UK. 

“NHS Direct will run the service with 
non-clinical staff and in pilots this model 
increased ambulance calls from three per 
cent to 11 per cent and A&E attendances 
from 2.5 per cent to 5.6 per cent of calls. 

“Our anxiety is that with these services 
literally stretched to almost breaking point 
now, this model of change is likely to 
increase risk to patients. 

Concerned 

“We are particularly concerned how this 
new system will cope with the large surges 
in demand over long Bank Holiday week¬ 
ends and viral epidemics. 

“We are heading for reduced services, 
higher demand and the potential people 
may slip through the net.” 

Wayne Bartlett, the NHS111 regional 
project director in the West Midlands, said 
more call handlers had been recruited to 
meet demand. 

He said: “Our first priority is to ensure 
patient safety is not compromised and we 
have immediately acted and implemented 
measures. Additional call handlers are being 
brought in to underpin the service and we 
are monitoring call levels to ensure we have 
capacity to meet the demand.” 

• Doctors in Shropshire are now answer¬ 
ing 999 calls instead of ambulances, it was 
revealed this week. A total of 25 GPs from 
Shropdoc are giving support to West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service Monday to Friday 
until July. GPs will assess patients who do 
not require a trip to A&E, in addition to 
helping with the volume of calls to the 111 
NHS advice line.

WHEN the King of Nepal hosted a dinner part 
in Britain in, he remembered the roast lamb 
and damson cheese he had enjoyed so much 
as a university student in the country. 

He sent out an plea for the recipe or for someone to make 
the ‘cheese’ or jelly and in stepped the Women’s Institute 
which put out a nationwide alert back in the 1990s. 

WI member Dorothy Gray 
from Whittington, near 
Oswestry knew how to do it, 
so made a batch of the deli¬ 
cacy and sent it to the king. 

Mrs Gray died in 2006, 
aged 89, but her baking 
remains legendary in the vil¬ 
lage. Now her family have 
compiled a selection of her 
favourite recipes in a book to 
raise funds for two charities. 

Dorothy Gray’s Favourite 
Recipes, is being sold in aid 
of the Hope House Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospice and for the 
Macmillan Cancer charity. 

There are recipes for 
casseroles, chutneys and 
cakes - including pepper¬ 
mint fingers, almond tarts 
and eccles cakes. And there 
is also the damson cheese, 
which is used like cranberry 
sauce to accompany meats. 

Mrs Gray’s son, David, 
said his mother was a 
farmer’s daughter who grew 
up baking in the farmhouse 
kitchen. She carried on her 
love of cooking within the 
Women’s Institute. 

“Apparently the King of 
Nepal went to university in 
the UK and had a meal of 
roast lamb served with dam¬ 
son cheese. When he 
returned as king he hosted a 
dinner party and wanted to 
serve the dish himself. 

“When Whittington WI 
heard about this my mother 
remembered making some. 
So she made six pounds of 
damson cheese which were 
sent to the King of Nepal.”

New book reveals father's 
time as a prisoner of war 


FAMILY and friends have published a book about a 
Welshman who was captured as a prisoner of war in 
World War Two. 

Oswestry piano teacher Haydn Jones has copies of the newly-released book 
about his dad, called John David Jones A biography, which has been written by 
friends and family. 

It is a biography of John Jones who was born in the Tanat Valley in May 1923. 


During World War Two he joined the 
RAF, in 1942, but on March 8 of that 
same year he became a prisoner of war 
held by the Japanese in the Far East. He 
was just 18 years old. 

He was in barracks called ‘bicycle 
camp’ and was thought to be the 
youngest man there. 

The books tells readers what it was 
like as a prisoner of war with informa¬ 
tion including what they were given to 
eat and some of the things they would 
have witnesses and experienced. 

Missing 

It also features excerpts of John 
Jones’ diary in the book from 1942 
when he was captured, a telegram 
which was sent to his parents informing 
them that it was believed he was miss¬ 
ing and could be a prisoner of war and a 
letter he wrote from the camp to his 
family. 

John Jones was released in the 
Autumn of 1945 at the end of the war. 
He returned home to his family where 
he became a bricklayer, painter and 
musician. 

Those who knew him said he was 
‘renowned for his generous love of other 
people’ and remember that he forgave 
the Japanese for capturing him. 

Haydn said: “That part for me is the

most moving part, where he travelled 
back across the world to come back 
home after four years in the camp.” 

John Jones passed away in 2006 and 
now two close friends, Hadyn and his 
two brothers have collaborated to write 
the book as a moving tribute. 

Compelling 

Haydn Jones said: “It has taken a few 
years for the book to be finished. 

“I am really pleased with it and how 
it has come about. 

“It is compelling reading because it is 
true.” 

Mr Jones said the information was 
collated from friends and family and his 
grandmother. 

“I wrote the last part and my two 
brothers also wrote some of it,” he said. 
“My father’s best man also wrote some 
as well.” 

The book is priced at £6.99 and is 
being sold in Oswestry’s Pickles, in 
Church Street, Siop Cwlwm in Powis 
Market Hall, the newsagents and post 
office in Llanrhaeadr and Siop Eirianfa 
in Penybontfawr.

Councillor Bennett said: “It is important 
that we recognise Barbara Pym and her 
work in Oswestry.” 


“We see this as an opportune moment to 
address the issues and I am glad to say five 
or six premises in the town centre have 
already come on board by entering into an 
agreement with the police,” he said. 

“It’s important to emphasise that every 
premises selling alcohol, including super¬ 
markets and off-licences, have to take a 
share of responsibility. 

Barred 

“As a consequence, I have written to 
every licensee in the town asking them to 
consider their trading hours, their food and 
drink offer and to highlight the issues. 

“I have also encouraged them to join and 
support the Pubwatch scheme under which 
anyone causing trouble is likely to end up 
being barred.” 

Carlton Leonard, who runs Gibsons 
nightclub, said: “We understand the police 
position and recognise we need to do our bit 
as responsible licensees. These half dozen 
premises cannot shoulder the burden alone. 
Other premises in the town must recognise 
they have a role to play.” 

Inspector Rik Klair, the town’s police 
commander, said: “Not everyone goes out at 
the weekend intent on causing trouble. It’s 
a small minority and it is those people we 
will target. Overall, Oswestry is a good place 
to socialise and the partnership aims to 
make it even better.”

go for Simon's old Astra

MY EX IS BEING DIFFICULT ABOUT 
LETTING ME SEE MY SON. WHAT CAN I DO? 


Q: I am struggling to reach an agreement with my ex-wife about seeing my son. I am in receipt of income support and wondered what my options would be? 
A: You will need to consult a family law specialist to ascertain the correct way forward. Initially, they will write to your ex-wife to see if your contact with your 
son can be agreed via correspondence. If this is not possible your lawyer will refer your case for Mediation. With larger law firms like GHP Legal, there may an 
in-house family mediator, otherwise your solicitor can refer you to one. The purpose of Mediation will be for you and your ex-wife to reach a mutual, acceptable, 
negotiated agreement with the help of the family mediator. As attending mediation is voluntary, if your ex-wife refuses to attend such an appointment, or 
mediation breaks down, the next step would be to apply to the Court for a Contact Order. 

A Contact Order is an Order made by the Court, setting out the arrangements for when you and your son will see each other. Court proceedings are a lengthy 
process and are usually used as a last resort in cases involving children as it is preferable if parents can reach an agreement amicably. 


Before instructing your lawyer to make an application to the Court you would need to secure a public funding certificate (more commonly known as legal 
aid) from the Legal Services Commission, or alternatively provide your lawyer with money on account of costs. From April 1st 2013 changes to the criteria 
for obtaining a public funding certificate will, however, leave many parents outside the scope of obtaining a public funding certificate unless certain, strict, 
conditions set down by the Legal Services Commission can be met. If you are experiencing problems seeing your son on a regular basis you should obtain 
advice from a specialist family lawyer as soon as possible.

MOST 20-year-old cars with 
more than 250,000 miles on the 
clock would probably be 
scrapped by their owners - 
even if they were still working. 

But a Montgomery man isn’t 
scrapping his beloved but very old 
Vauxhall Astra - he has set off on a 
5,000 mile road trip to Asia. 

The 12-day intercontinental journey by 
Simon Bedford, who will be joined by 
friend Nick Harrison on the mammoth 
trip through 16 countries, is the third 
time he has taken his 1993 Astra on a 
marathon challenge. 

Target 

In 2010 having covered 199,000 miles in 
the Astra which he uses every day to get 
to work in Telford, Simon and his then co¬ 
driver Jim Wilkinson set off to John 
O’Groats with the intention of hitting the 
200,000 miles before the MOT was due 
and destined to fail. 

Having completed the trip and taken 
the Astra over the 200,000 mile target, a 
real desire to have another go enthused 
Simon into spending some time and 
money keeping the car, which he bought 
in 1998, on the road for another year. 

A significant amount of welding and 
spanner work ensured the Astra passed 
the MOT ready for another adventure the 
following year - this time to the Arctic cir¬ 
cle with co-driver Clive Jones. 

Simon, a 49-year-old father of two, said: 
“This was a plan that we were sure would 
not be completed. 

“We wanted to get to the north of Swe¬ 
den and Norway and cross the Arctic cir¬ 
cle, but given the age and condition of the 
car we were prepared to have to scrap her

off on the way and fly home if major catas¬ 
trophe occurred. 

“We set off with a plan to be back home 
in 10 days and on day five we crossed the 
Arctic circle in Finland. It was a wonderful 
trip that I will never forget.” 

Simon and Clive made it back home to 
Montgomery having covered 4,500 miles, 
suffered break downs, bad weather and 
some terrible road conditions, but some 
wonderful sights and experiences. 

Now over a year on since the Arctic cir¬ 
cle, Simon and his Astra are off on another 
road trip. 

He and Nick will be leaving on March 
27 for Istanbul and on into Asia. 

Simon, who works at TI Automotive in 


Telford, said: “The trip that will take 
around 12 days is going to be a difficult 
one, for this very tired old car is expected 
to drive up to 600 miles per day, over 
Europe’s biggest mountain range the 
Alps, at least 16 border crossings, and per¬ 
haps in hotter conditions than previous 
trips. 

Journey 

“The journey will be around 5,000 
miles.” 

Some attractions along the way to break 
up the day include the Arnold 
Schwarzenegger museum in Austria, the 
birthplace of Mother Teresa in Albania, 
the castle where Chitty Chitty Bang Bang 


was filmed, and a lap of the Nurburgring 
in Germany if the car is still going. 

A small group of friends including 
Simon and Nick’s wives will be waiting in 
Istanbul to welcome them at their halfway 
point. 

Simon added: “I am constantly 
reminded of what a wreck of a car I drive. 

“I can’t deny it, but it does not depreci¬ 
ate, it will do over 55 miles per gallon, and 
if some one drives a trolley into it in the 
supermarket, it doesn’t matter.” 

The trip will be in aid of Hope House 
Children’s Hospice.

Exemplary treatment 


IN view of all the adverse publicity 
concerning the NHS, I feel I have to 
respond. 

On February 12, I was admitted as 
an emergency patient to The Robert 
Jones and Agnes Hunt Orthopaedic 
Hospital, Oswestry. 

I was placed in the care of a consult¬ 
ant spinal surgeon and his team. I was 
an in-patient on Clwyd ward. 

The ward caters for 26 patients with 
hip/knee replacement procedures car¬ 
ried out daily. 

On February 20, after an MRI scan, 
I received major spinal surgery con¬ 
ducted by my consultant spinal sur¬ 
geon. 

I arrived at the theatre block unit at 
3.30pm. I was procedure number 42 
for that date. This gives an indication 
how many surgical procedures are con¬ 
ducted in the seven theatres. 

I was discharged from the hospital 


on February 23. During my stay I 
observed and noted the following: 

1. Patients on Clwyd ward came 
from various locations in England and 
Wales. In response to my question why 
travel to Oswestry for surgery? Their 
responses were all very similar, “I 
researched my procedure on the inter¬ 
net and RJAH was described as a cen¬ 
tre of excellence for my operation, so I 
chose Oswestry.” 

2. The wards received a very thor¬ 
ough daily cleanse by cleaners 
employed by the hospital, not contract 
cleaners, who took personal pride in 
the appearance of ‘their’ hospital. 

3. The food was nutritional and var¬ 
ied, the hospital catered for all tastes. 
I would compare the food served up to 
me as compatible with food I have 
eaten in four-star hotels. 

4. Finally, and most importantly, the 
nursing staff were second to none, they 


were professional and showed compas¬ 
sion at all times. 

They were continually kept busy 
with patients returning from the the¬ 
atres. I noted that the nursing staff 
were also drawn from the local com¬ 
munity. Their commitment to the pro¬ 
fession they serve is beyond reproach, 
and can only be described as excellent. 

Shropshire has three main hospitals; 
The Royal Shrewsbury Hospital, The 
Princess Royal Hospital, Telford and 
The Robert Jones and Agnes Hunt 
Orthopaedic Hospital, Oswestry. 

The local media regularly gives 
updates on the performances of The 
Royal Shrewsbury and The Princess 
Royal, we rarely hear of the RJAH 
Orthopaedic Hospital. 

I hope that this letter will help to 
redress the issue.

This view 
will break 
up rural 
villages 

WHILE no one would wish 
to see the wholesale develop¬ 
ment of the countryside, Sir 
Simon Jenkins’ comment to 
the Home Builders Federa¬ 
tion, that young families 
have no right to a home in 
the village where they were 
born is a view that could 
hasten the end of many 
rural communities. 

A lack of affordable homes 
creates a vicious cycle which 
if not broken leads to the 
break-up of communities, a 
loss of services and results in 
villages that have no long 
term future. 

The rural population has 
grown by 800,000 people in 
the last decade, twice the 
rate of urban areas, driving 
up house prices and pricing 
young families out of the 
communities in which they 
work and in which they have 
often been brought up. 

This problem is one of 
particular concern in the 
agricultural sector and 
among key workers. 

Rural housing prices are 
on average 5.4 times the 
annual wage in the country¬ 
side. Those young people 
unable to find homes often 
move to urban areas, placing 
a further strain on afford¬ 
able housing in these areas. 

This can also increase the 
distance people travel to 
work with negative environ¬ 
mental consequences. 
Homes and jobs need to go 
together. Without homes 
and jobs there is no commu¬ 
nity to support local shops, 
schools and services.

Seized counterfeit goods 
handed over to aid charity

COUNTERFEIT goods which were seized by Trading Standards 
bosses in Mid Wales have been donated to local charities to raise 
funds. 



Powys County Council said it gave more than 5,000 items including clothes, CDs, DVDs 
and other items, to the His Church national charity, based in Bedfordshire, which takes 
the fake brand logos off items before handing them back to good causes in Powys. 

The charity handed over the goods, re-branded with His Church logos, to Kaleidoscope, 

a drug and alcohol support group which 
helps people in the county. 

Councillor Sue McNicholas, council chair¬ 
man, said: “Trading Standards Officers 
often seize large quantities of fake goods at 
retail premises, markets, car boots and even 
households and when defendants are suc¬ 
cessfully prosecuted, the goods must be dis¬ 
posed of securely. 

“On the day, the service handed over 
some 5,000 counterfeit items to the charity 
including CDs, clothing, boots, and other 
goods, which would command a retail value 
of over £100,000 if sold and genuine.” 

Councillor Barry Thomas, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for Trading Standards, added: “Traders 
of fake merchandise make money out of 
someone else’s work and getting these 
goods off the streets of Powys is an impor¬ 
tant role of our Trading Standards Service. 

“By teaming up with His Church, not 
only are we protecting consumers, but we 
are also helping others make use of the 
items seized.” 

Richard Humphrey from His Church 
said: “We are delighted to act in partnership 
with the council’s Trading Standards Serv¬ 
ice in turning counterfeit products into real 
aid for those who need it most.” 

Richard Jones from Kaleidoscope added: 
“We would like to thank His Church for this 
donation.”

AS WELSHPOOL braces itself for 
next week’s Easter traffic rush, 
the town’s under-fire one-way 
system has been delivered its 
most damning criticism yet. 

A raft of changes to the controversial sys¬ 
tem have been proposed, but as yet none 
have been implemented and Steve Wright, 
who owns Wright’s Taxis and can spend up 
to 16 hours a day navigating the system, 
said it is still not working. 

And the man who uses the streets of 
Welshpool more than anyone else has deliv¬ 
ered a damning verdict on the system. 

Mr Wright said that not a day or night 
goes by when he does not see someone going 
the wrong way, and he fears that it may only 
be a serious incident before something dras¬ 
tic is done. 

“At the moment there have only been 
near-misses and minor prangs but I am con¬ 
cerned that something serious could hap¬ 
pen,” he said. 

“If there is not a bad crash at the bottom 
of Sainsbury’s during the summer, I will be 
very surprised.” 

Mr Wright delivers a daily roads briefing 
when he clocks off from work in the early 
hours which benefits the hundreds of people 
that follow him on Facebook. But lately the 
one-way incidents have been highlighted 
more often than the recent bad weather. 

He said that a number of changes could 
be made to make the system safer but, sur¬ 
prisingly, he has never been consulted by 
anyone, including the Powys County Coun¬ 
cil panel that was appointed to trouble shoot 
the system. 

Welshpool can expect heavy traffic next 
week as tourists begin their annual pilgrim¬ 
age to the Welsh coast. 

The Scrutiny Review was led by Cllr 
Kelvyn Curry and identified a number of 
trouble spots that require fine tuning.

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My hero son is always with me 




Chris Dunsmore died in a mortar attack.

A CRUMBLING wall is all that is left 
at the spot where Senior Aircrafts¬ 
man Chris Dunsmore was killed in 
action while serving in Basra. 

He died in a mortar attack on July 19, 2007 - 
the day he was due to fly home to visit his 
father. 

Now his father Geoff has been to the spot 
where 29-year-old Chris died - and placed a 
small cross bearing a poppy in his memory. 

“Visiting the area where Chris died was 
poignant but also quite strange,” said Mr Dun¬ 
smore, who lives in Churchstoke on the Shrop¬ 
shire/Mid Wales border. “The portable buildings 
that Chris was sheltering in have been 
removed, but we were able to locate the spot. 

“Since the time he died it became a dumping 
ground so it was hard to navigate, hot, dusty 
and messy. I took with me a cross with a poppy 
on to lay in the spot where he was killed and 
there was not much to leave the cross on, so I 
had to place it on a bomb blast wall which was, 
in itself, quite significant. 

“I had always wanted to go and visit the spot 
and it felt like Chris was with me while I was 
there helping me through it. 


“Chris used to say I was his inspiration but 
in the years since we lost him I have found that 
it has been the other way round - he has 
inspired me.” 

Senior Aircraftsman Dunsmore was a mem¬ 
ber of 504 Squadron Royal Auxiliary Air Force 
Regiment based at RAF Cottesmore in Leices¬ 
tershire. He became the first RAF auxiliary to 
lose his life in action since the Second World 
War. 

Mr Dunsmore, a retired headteacher from 
Devon who moved to Mid Wales for a fresh 
start last year, says he met people he now con¬ 
siders as lifelong friends on the trip. 

They include Mazin Altayar, from Basra, 
who not only showed Geoff around but also 
named his son Chris in memory of the airman. 

Mr Dunsmore said he did not feel nervous 
visiting the country despite the emotional ties 


and said it was through speaking to Iraqi locals 
that he learned of their thanks for the efforts 
of British forces in the country. 

He said: “I found the Iraqi people absolutely 
incredible and I have made some friends for life 
over there. I met so many people who are grate¬ 
ful for what Chris was doing and they were all 
sympathetic and grateful that Chris sacrificed 
himself in a bid to get Saddam Hussein to go. 

Welcoming 

“When I first got to Iraq people were staring 
at me and looking and wondering who I was, 
but when they found out I wasn’t a politician 
they were very welcoming. ” 

The BBC invited Mr Dunsmore to make a 
documentary about his visit, which was shown 
on BBC2 in the week of the 10th anniversary 
of the start of the Iraq war. 


Mr Dunsmore said: “It was called ‘Iraq: Did 
My Son Die in Vain?’ and I have never, for one 
minute, thought Chris did. 

“Being out there and talking to Iraqis, I 
found it is the invasion itself for which there is 
bad feeling about, they are very positive about 
many other things. 

“I carried out an emotional interview at the 
start of my fortnight in Iraq, between myself 
and a Iraqi family but at the end they invited 
me to stay for something to eat.” 

Mr Dunsmore said he now feels like more 
should have been done by our troops to help 
the country in the long run. 

“There is amazing positivity out there but I 
think our forces should have stayed out there 
longer to set up the infrastructure,” he said. 

Since his son’s death, Mr Dunsmore said he 
feels Chris has been with him since the 


moment he was told he had died. 

“When the captain came and told me about 
Chris dying, a large frame came off the wall 
and landed upright on the floor balancing. 
Then some bowls fell to the floor but didn’t 
smash and I thought ‘Chris is home’ and the 
captain gave me such a wide-eyed look,” he 
said. 

But perhaps the most special coincidence 
was the appearance of two poppies in his gar¬ 
den the year after Chris died. 

“I had never before had any poppies in my 
garden, then the year after he died one 
appeared with two flowering buds. The one 
opened on the anniversary of his death, the 
other opened 10 days later on what would have 
been his birthday,” he added. 

“I feel he is always with me, guiding me and 
I am a proud father.”

A LOVE affair with an iconic 
French-made van has led to a 
couple from the Shropshire/ 
Welsh border starting an 
unusual vehicle rental busi¬ 
ness. 

Andrew and Anne Bennett fell in love 
with Citroen HY vans when they lived 
in France for six months. 

The couple from Llansilin near 
Oswestry bought their first one to use 
as a campervan and have not stopped 
since - now proudly owning 25 of the 
distinctively shaped vehicles. 

They are now working on a plan to 
restore all the vans, which they store in 
large premises near Oswestry, and rent 
them out either as working vehicles or 
static vans. 

The couple say the vans’ shape and 
high headroom, which allows people to 
fully stand up in the vehicles, opens up 
limitless business opportunities. 

Mr Bennett, a 46-year-old lorry 
driver, said: “We already have one 
rented out to Harvey Nichols in Man¬ 
chester. They take it to shows to pro¬ 
mote their food and business. 

“I think the vans are an ideal way to 
promote your business or to use as a 
static base for your business. 

“I think they would be ideal for 
florists or would make a great stall at 
farmers markets or as a bottle bar in a 
pub beer garden. 

“They would even be an attraction in 
themselves at local shows. 

“We have been building up our collec¬ 
tion over five years after falling in love 
with the vehicle when we lived in 
France. 

“It started as a hobby but over the 
years we are treating it as more of a 
business. 

“We have a contact over in France 
who can supply us with them. 

“We enjoy restoring them and bring¬

ing them back into life. We just really 
like them. 

“We just think they are really special. 
The design allows people to stand up in 
them so they are ideal for cooking in or 
working from. 

“We decided to go down the rental 
route to help us meet the cost of restor¬ 
ing the vehicles in our fleet.” 

Mr Bennett said he hoped the appear¬ 
ance of two of the couple’s vans on a hit 
BBC TV show would raise the profile of 
the vehicles and allow them to grow 
their business and rent out some of 
them to local firms. 

The couple supplied the vans to the 


producers of BBC2’s Country Show Cook 
Off which sees celebrity chefs compete to 
win cookery prizes at rural shows up and 
down the country. 

The pair were approached by the pro¬ 
gramme makers after producers heard 
they had built up a fleet of the French 
vans. Mr Bennett said: “We rented out a 
blue van and a red van to STV who made 
the programme. 

“They had them for two months last 
year as they filmed the series. 

“It was great to know that we had all 
these celebrity chefs using our vans.” 

Mrs Bennett, a 45-year-old midwife, 
said she was delighted the couple’s 


beloved van collection had opened up a 
new business for them. 

She said: “Our first one was a camper 
van and we have just built it up from 
there. Hopefully people who have seen 
Country Show Cook Off will be inter¬ 
ested in these iconic French vehicles. 

“The show is running on BBC2 every 
evening for a month so it is great to see 
our vans on national television. 

“One business idea we are working on 
is to use one as an oyster bar at wed¬ 
dings. Another idea is to take one to food 
festivals.”

“I am not eligible for either and so that bars me from applying for a job. I am all for 

Jobs are 
hard to come by and when it is not a level 
playing field it is very unfair.” 

Mr Roberts, from Chirk Bank near 
Oswestry, retrained last year and has been 
looking for employment in countryside 
management. 

But, having applied for almost 50 jobs 
since June, he says he will now take any 
employment while he continues to look for 
what he really wants to do.

“I have applied for jobs up and down the 
country and it is soul destroying not to get 
offers. I am doing a lot of voluntary work in 
the meantime but I am really keen to get 
paid work. I had hoped that the opening of 
a new Poundland in Oswestry would mean 
lots of jobs for people like myself.”

Starbucks name 
links explored 
by author Peter 


THE imminent arrival in Oswestry of Starbucks has 
prompted a town businessman to research the history of 
the name he shares with the American coffee giants. 

Dr Peter Starbuck, now one of Britain’s leading writers 
on management, has produced a booklet entitled Starbuck 
- What’s in a Name?, and sent a copy to the Seattle head¬ 
quarters of what is now the largest coffeehouse company in 
the world. - 

The businessman found 


out in his research that orig¬ 
inally the company, which 
opened its first shop in 1971, 
was to be called Pequod after 
a whaling ship from Herman 
Melville’s novel Moby Dick, 
but this name was rejected 
by some of the co-founders. 

The company was instead 
named after Starbuck, the 
chief mate on the Pequod. 

Although Starbuck was a 
fictional character, Mr Star- 
buck discovered a link 
between Melville’s creation 
and one of his own ances¬ 
tors. 

He said: “The founders of 
the company wanted an 
exciting name to promote 
their brand by reminding 
people of the romance of cof¬ 
fee trading across the seas. 

“And Melville had used 
authentic whaling names for 
his characters, which were 
taken from the whalers of 
Nantucket, Cape Cod.” 

One of the founders of the 
Nantucket whaling industry 
was the Quaker Edward 
Starbuck, who was born in 
Derbyshire in 1604, and

emigrated to the USA at the 
age of 55. 

DNA testing by Leicester 
University has established 
that the Shropshire busi¬ 
nessman is a direct descen¬ 
dant of Edward Starbuck. 

“What started as casual 
research into my own name 
turned out to be a fascinat¬ 
ing study involving litera¬ 
ture, history and genealogy,” 
Mr Starbuck said.

Horse-drawn fire engine 
sparks appeal for photos

A NEW research project inspired 
by an 1800s fire engine has 
begun as a history society delves 
into the past of Oswestry Fire 
Brigade to create a time line. 

Shropshire Fire and Rescue Service His¬ 
tory Society is looking for pictures, informa¬ 
tion or memories of the fire station in 
Mount Road. 

It already has some photographs and 
information but its members would love to 
create a time line, which once completed 
can be put on display at the town’s station. 

The society also has a vision to try and 
house an old 1880s horse drawn fire engine, 
a Shand and Mason Manual Hand Pump 
Fire Engine, which has been hidden away 
in a metal container for the last 15 years. 
But this is just a dream for them at the 
moment. 

Fantastic 

Katy Lowe, the society’s founder, said: 
“The fire engine is fantastic. 

“It is in a metal container and it is com¬ 
pletely dusty. It has been there for 15 years 
and no one has seen it. It has all the original 
chimney hooks. 

“It is fantastic and really interesting.” 

She said Mrs Wynne Corrie of Park Hall 
gave the Town of Oswestry the new fire 
engine on March 18, 1887. It was a horse- 
drawn cart with lots of modern devices on 
it but the horse was not provided. 

Miss Lowe, 30, said she has not set a 
timeframe for when the timeline project 
would be concluded and urges people to get 
in touch to help out. 

“I have been digging into the archives,” 
she said. “It is amazing what you can find 



online as well. There are also still some serv¬ 
ing firefighters with ancestors in Oswestry’s 
station. 

“Already I have come across some old 
photographs 

“I have started to construct the time line. 

“ A lady in Oswestry has written brief his¬ 


tory of Oswestry. I would like more photos 
and more information or anything that has 
local information.” 

Miss Lowe’s, who works for the Shrop¬ 
shire Fire and Rescue Service’s control 
room, has a background in the service with 
both her grandfather and uncles being fire¬

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Loving couple look back on 
40 years as foster carers 


LIKE many families Pat and Mavis Humby enjoy nothing better than 
a holiday by the sea with their children, enjoying simple pleasures 
such as building sandcastles or enjoying an ice cream. 

Like many proud parents they also have albums of photographs of youngsters who now 
have youngsters of their own. But unlike many families, the Humbys have memories of 
not two or three children, nor six or seven - but of scores of youngsters going back 40 
years. 

Now the couple, who have given more than 100 children a loving home in Oswestry over 


the last four decades, are retiring as foster 
carers. 

Pat and Mavis Humby are Shropshire’s 
longest-serving foster carers, having cared 
for babies and children since 1972. 

In recognition of their enormous contri¬ 
bution, the couple were presented with an 
award at a celebratory event hosted by 
Shropshire Council’s children’s placement 
service this week. 

It is more than 40 years since their first 
foster child stepped over their threshold, 
when their own son and daughter were just 
three and four years old. 

Since then their own children have grown 
up to have children of their own - as have 
many of the foster children who have kept 
in touch with the couple. 

Mrs Humby, 72, said: “Both Pat and 
myself have thoroughly enjoyed giving chil¬ 
dren the best start in life and helping them 
on to a secure and loving home. We have 
been really fortunate in seeing many of 
them grow up to be parents themselves. 

“If I had a chance I would do it all over 
again. Fostering is incredibly rewarding and 
we have had many, many happy memories 
of the children who have come to stay - 
including all the holidays in our caravan 
over the years. But it can sometimes be 
extremely hard work. 

“I used to do most of the work but it has 
been really helpful since Pat retired - it 
meant two of us could share the work of

one.” She said their son and daughter, 
Nicholas and Lisa, treated having a flow of 
other children - up to five at a time - 
through their home, as normal. 

“I suppose they never knew anything 
else, most of the time we were a family of 
seven. But they are both very caring, prac¬ 
tical, common sense people and I expect this 
has played a part in that.” 

She admitted that she and her husband 
did get attached to the children. 

“You do have to accept that they will not 
be with you for ever, and that finding a per¬ 
manent home is the very best thing that can 
happen,” said Mavis. “But you are bound to 
get a little attached. 

“All you can hope is that - for the time 
you have them - you’ve given them care and 
security, a firm foundation, and that this 
will stay with them. We’re so proud of all 
the children who’ve been with us for what 
they’ve achieved and for who they are.” 

Some of the children stayed long-term - 
three for about 20 years. Others came and 
went. Many are still in regular touch. 

Kath Edwards, Shropshire Council’s 
head of children’s safeguarding, said: “Fos¬ 
ter carers like Pat and Mavis do a fantastic, 
rewarding job, and do so much to enrich the 
lives of children and young people; they are 
a real credit to our communities.”

“In the background, standing, is 
Eddie Blackwell, the drummer. 

“We rehearsed as necessary. 

“Jack Jones and myself are wearing 
bow ties so we must have been off to 
play at the dance afterwards. 

“The other three are not, so they 
had obviously just come for rehearsal.” 

Explaining how he got involved in 
the band as a trumpet player John, 
who was living then at Llynclys, 
recalled: “George Riley was conductor 
of Porthywaen band brass band for 
about two years. 

“He approached me one night and 
said would I join his dance band, which 
of course I did.

Meet the girl who at 16 
ran away to join the circus 


SOMETIMES people dream about running away from it all and joining 
the circus - but that is exactly what Tracy Jones did. 

She was just 16 when she took the brave step to run away and last week she was back 
in Oswestry with her own circus. 

The 45 year old was born in Welshpool, lived in Llanymynech and Pant and was schooled 
in Oswestry. 

But at the age of 16 she decided to leave her family and friends and work for the circus 
- a decision she has never regretted. 


“When I was in school I used to work in 
chicken factories in the weekend, I picked 
the eggs,” she said. “Then my friend and I 
began looking after horses for a French 
stunt man and we went on galas with him. 
I was 15 years old and it was great.” 

Summer arrived and the stunt man told 
Tracy he was off to join the circus for four 
weeks. She decided to go along, too. 

“I went and joined Gandeys Circus,” she 
said. “I was 16 years old and just left school. 
I loved it. 

“I went home and told my mum I was 
leaving for the circus. I was given the job to 
do the posters. 

“My mum was mortified.” 

Tears 

She packed all her clothes into a black bag 
before waving goodbye to her parents at the 
train station. 

Tracy said: “They were crying but I was 
excited.” 

She was given a little caravan and she put 
up posters for the circus, looked after the 
horses and worked the spotlights. 

Sometimes she went into the ring to kiss 
a python or stood against the knifeboard as 
knives were thrown. 

“It was scary,” she said. “But I was young 
and did anything. I ended up doing other 
things including riding elephants and being 
on the flying trapeze.” 

Working for the circus has taken her 



across the globe and in her late 20s she 
spent eight months in Taiwan where she 
learnt further circus skills. She also trav¬ 
elled to Dubai. 

About 14 years ago Tracy met her hus¬ 
band Julio, a Bulgarian acrobat, when he 
joined the circus she was in. 

The pair now have a nine year-old daugh¬ 
ter called Nia who loves to perform in the 
circus. 

Last year Tracy decided to form her own 
circus show. It is called Circus Funtasia and 
is on tour. She is the ring mistress and was 
at Oswestry Showground for five days last 
week. 

“It’s great to be bringing the show to my 
home town,” said Tracy. 

“My parents Gary and Elyned Jones were 
both really excited - and all the family were 
at the showground, which was really nice. 
My mother couldn’t wait to see the new cir¬ 
cus.” 

She said being in the circus has seen her 
travel the world and she has enjoyed it.

Give Britain's feisty robin 
a helping hand to hold on 


BE patient, be patient! With 
British Summer Time due on Sun¬ 
day, it doesn’t really seem right 
that we are still wallowing in the 
icy melt water of winter, still it 
could be worse - you could actu¬ 
ally be out there in it. 

The wildlife of Shropshire continues to 
put up a sterling fight against our wintry 
weather and some even have time to sing 
about it. Although this time last year most 
of the birds in the fields and hedgerows 
were warbling their hearts out, today it 
seems only the most strident species are 
doing so. 

The song thrush is often known as the 
bravest singer, but it is a smaller member of 
the thrush family, our national bird, the 
robin which perhaps also deserves this 
crown. 

British robins are amongst the hardiest 
of their kind. Whereas on the continent this 
species migrates to the Mediterranean for 
the winter, ours remain not only in the same 
country but in the vicinity of their birth, all 
through their lives. Indeed here in Shrop¬ 
shire they are beloved of gardeners and vice 
versa and known as a very friendly and ami¬ 
cable bird. However, on the continent they 
are wary and hard to approach. 

Both male and female robins hold their 
own territories in the winter, so both sexes 
sing the same winter song in order to main¬ 
tain their melodic grip on their surround¬ 
ings. Come breeding time, though, while the 
female is busy tending her brood males also 
need to have an eye open for challengers 
and will fight to the death to preserve their 
territory and that of their mate. 

It is said that juvenile robins only acquire 
their red breast after their first moult so that

they are not targeted by angry males and 
killed before they have the time to reach 
adulthood. It is well known that cats kill 
masses of British song birds. 

But it is also true to say that the number 
of robin deaths, although hugely increased 
by cats (and therefore many a cat-owner), is 
also down to the aggressiveness of their fel¬ 
low robins. 

Although before my time, postmen used to 
be known as robin or redbreast due to the 
Royal Mail’s penchant for the same colour. 
And just as we can tell our postal workers 
apart, so, in theory, is it possible to tell apart 
different individual robins through their red 
patterning. The feather arrangement on the 
breast is different for each individual bird; a 
kind of downy fingerprint and so, with diffi¬ 
culty, it is possible to distinguish each and 
every bird apart. 

As with many of our garden animals, see¬ 
ing one doesn’t necessarily mean you’ll see 
the same one again. But at least with the 
robin it is possible to do so. Most pairs of 
robins will try and raise as many as three 
broods of chicks a year, but some manage as 
many as five. 

In a time of diminished wildlife, it is so 
important to help protect and encourage 
such a feisty, productive and emblematic 
creature as the robin. And what’s more, with 
a scattering of feed, you can do so without 
having to leave the comfort of your home!

“I have painted about six canvases but I may 
paint over them again. I am using oil paints 
which are difficult to dry. I have got a fairly stan¬ 
dard range of colours that I am using. 

“Jood has got a roll of muslin hanging from 
the ceiling and is processing it in with clay and 
is making shapes.” 

Mr Davidson, who has lived in Oswestry for 
12 years, said he has not stopped doing 3D sculp¬ 
tures outside of the Screamin’ Chicken Gallery.

WHEN Meryl Hughes wrote in asking us 
to try the Bengal Spices at Llanymy- 
nech, near Oswestry, she suggested we 
visit on a Wednesday night. 

She wrote: “They have a banquet night on a 
Wednesday, six courses for £9.95, we went there last 
week and had a brilliant time.” 

Sadly our weekdays are just so busy that trying 
to fit in a restaurant meal on a Wednesday was just 
not happening. 

Instead we booked a table for a Saturday night, 
pleased that, when we rang the night before, staff 
said they were able to re-arrange the tables to 
accommodate us. 

Without Meryl’s recommendation we probably 
would never have ventured as far as Llanymynech 
for a meal as there are curry houses much closer to 
home. 

But we were very glad we did. 

The restaurant is just off the main A485 trunk 
road and handily placed next to a village public car 
park. 

Our first impressions were two-fold - what a 
lovely, cosy interior and how proud the owner must 
be of his customers. 

For, lining one wall, were literally hundreds of 
photographs of people enjoying their meals in the 
restaurant. 

We next noticed a plaque - or rather a large 
plate - on the wall, proclaiming Bengal Spices had 
been named winner of The Welsh Curry House of 
the Year 2012 for Mid and West Wales. 

Praise indeed as there are, apparently, 280 Indian 
restaurants in Wales. 

Bengal Spices was described by judges as ‘small 
and cosy with some nice touches. The menu 
included all the usual dishes but the tastiness of 
each dish was exceptional’. 

We were shown to our seats and what a pleasant 
surprise to find that one of the waiters used to go 
to school with our daughter, Sophie, and, although 



they hadn’t really known each other well, he remem¬ 
bered us - including me. 

As the curry of the year judges had remarked, the 
menu did indeed have all the usual dishes but also 
some more unusual additions. 

Award-winning 

Fear of ordering too much had Sophie and Richard 
deciding to share an onion bhaji starter - four huge, 
crispy balls of deep fried onion, more than enough 
for the pair of them. 

But I wasn’t going to an award-winning Indian 
restaurant and share Melvyn’s garlic mushrooms. 

Instead I opted for Prawn Puri, again a large 
offering, prawns and onions in a thick sauce on a 
pancake with plenty of salad on the side. The full 


name of the establishment is the Bengal Spice tan- 
doori and balti restaurant and there are plenty of 
tandoori and balti dishes, as well as everything else 
you would expect. 

Sophie chose her favourite, a Korma, but rang the 
changes with prawns. She said it was exceedingly 
creamy with plenty of coconut. 

Richard decided to go for something completely 
different. He chose Lamb Methi, a dish made with 
fenugreek. The spice gave a tangy taste to the 
already rich dish. 

My choice was Chicken Pathia a great combina¬ 
tion of hot and sour tastes and plenty of kick to it 
All our mains arrived in huge serving dishes. 

But we all wondered whether we should have gone 
for Mel’s choice when it arrived, sizzling on its own 


skillet. The Bengal special curry boasted chicken, 
meat, prawns, mushrooms and onions. It was the 
restaurant’s very own version of one of Mel’s 
favourites - mixed grill - and looked absolutely 
wonderful. 

Mel tucked in with gusto. He has always strug¬ 
gled to choose a dish from an Indian restaurant 
and this was his perfect choice. 

To go with our main courses we chose a couple 
of different rice dishes, two nan bread and a Sag 
Bhaji, spinach with garlic. 

And it was the vegetable choice that made me 
realise why I was enjoying our night out. 

For, when it arrived, the waiter revealed that 
because there were four of us he had asked for a 
large dish. 

It was that personal touch that shone through. 
The staff at the Bengal Spices went out of their 
way to enure that not only we but all the cus¬ 
tomers were having a great evening. 

Attentive 

Whether it was the large birthday party at the 
back of the restaurant, complete with birthday 
banner and, later on, a cake, or the couples, young 
and old, enjoying a quite night out, the busy staff 
were attentive without being obtrusive. 

They were happy to bring me, the driver, iced 
water and allow us to share dishes. 

They were also incredibly busy serving the 
many who called in to collect their takeaway 
meals, manning the bar and keeping restaurant 
customers happy. 

The nice touch was when chef emerged from his 
kitchen to check that the dishes had gone down 
well. And we couldn’t fault them! 

We were so full we weren’t able to try a dessert. 
Instead, again a nice touch, we were brought a seg¬ 
mented orange to cleanse our palates before a cof¬ 
fee. 

The evening had passed all too quickly. We had 
thoroughly enjoyed our evening in the relaxed 
restaurant, eaten a meal which was not rushed 
and where, thank goodness, we had had our table 
for the entire night.

A NEW community-run 
company has taken over a 
town’s market hall in the 
hope of transforming its for¬ 
tunes. 

All Together Ellesmere 
has been formed to run the 
weekly market and other 
activities in Ellesmere Mar¬ 
ket Hall, which is currently 
operating at a loss.

The legend’ is back with a 
new look and a bright future 



SALES and market share records 
were smashed by SEAT in the UK 
last year and the return of ‘the leg¬ 
end’ Toledo with a completely new 
look means things should get even 
better in 2013. 

The new, fourth-generation Toledo moves 
away from the MPV looks of its predecessor, 
which ceased production in 2009, and has 
reverted back to the blueprint of the 1992 origi¬ 
nal. 

That means SEAT has produced a five-door 
‘fastback’ with the appearance of a saloon but 
the versatility of a wide-opening hatchback with 
enormous boot space. 

The new Toledo is built on an extended ver¬ 
sion of the Ibiza platform and bridges the gap 
between Ibiza and Leon in the SEAT model fam¬ 
ily. 

It’s a formula that proved so popular in SEAT’S 
home country that the Spanish slogan for this 
latest Toledo is ‘the legend returns.’ 

With 38,798 new SEAT cars registered in the 
UK, 2012 was the company’s best ever year for 
sales, with market share rising to 1.9 per cent. 

Those figures both eclipse 2011, itself a 
record breaking year, and continue the com¬ 
pany’s upward trajectory over the last five years; 
since 2008, SEAT has registered unbroken year- 
on-year sales increases. 

In five-door layout the fourth generation

Toledo has returned to the successful formula of 
the original car. 

On test was the 1.2S TSi 85PS with an on-the- 
road price of £14,120, a surprising top speed of 
114mph and C02 emissions of just 119g/km. 

The car looked impressive on 16-inch alloy 
wheels which cost an extra £275 along with 
black door handles and wing mirrors. 

Standard features include front electric win¬ 
dows; MP3 CD player; Electronic Stability Con¬ 
trol (ESC); driver and front passenger airbag; 
passenger airbag disconnect; front side and 
curtain airbags; front seatbelt reminders and 
ISOFIX points. 

Little wonder that the Toledo has achieved a 
five-star rating in the latest round of results 


pubished today by the Euro New Car Assess¬ 
ment Programme (NCAP). 

Also standard on the S are electric heated 
door mirrors; air conditioning; Bluetooth with 
voice control; USB port; remote audio controls; 
six speakers; trip computer; split folding rear 
seats; height-adjustable driver’s seat; space 
saver spare wheel; alarm and remote central 
locking. 

If room is what you need then look no further. 
In the cabin there’s seating for four adults in 
comfort but it’s the massive 550-litre boot which 
really catches the eye - easily passing the golf 
club test with flying colours. 

Most drivers will be able to find a comfortable 
seating position thanks to the a range of adjust¬ 


ments but rear visibility is affected by the high 
boot lid - a small price to pay though for all that 
space. 

But the Toledo handles nowhere near as well 
as the Leon. The ride is firm and there are prob¬ 
ably better equipped alternatives in the sector. 

Price will play a big part in many purchase 
decisions and the entry- level Toledo undercuts 
many superminis at £12,495 and the whole 
range fits in at the more affordable end of the 
small family car class, particularly when getting 
an average of 55.4mpg. 

I liked the original Toledo and was surprised 
when SEAT chose to phase it out. This car won’t 
be everyone’s choice but it will ensure SEAT 
continue to grow their UK market share.

In my younger days (not all that long 
ago) hot hatchbacks were a lot of 
fun: until the effects of excessive 
noise and rock-hard suspension 
set in. 

So it was good to see that Renault’s latest - 
and fastest yet - road rocket is also refined and 
well-mannered. 

The new Megane Renaultsport 265 gets its 
name from the impressive number of horsepow¬ 
ers it squeezes out of a two-litre, turbocharged 
engine. Its 0-60mph time is down to six sec¬ 
onds, but perhaps a better testament to its real- 
world performance, through bends as well as 
along straights, is its record-breaking time for 
front-wheel drive production cars set at the 
tough Nurburgring. 

Easier 

It’s easier to use performance, too, because 
it doesn’t suffer from the phenomenon which 
has bedevilled earlier generations of high-pow¬ 
ered front wheel drive cars - torque steer. 

The Renaultsport’s 265 has also had its 
exhaust tuned so that in cruise mode it’s as 
quiet as an upmarket saloon. But put your foot 
down and there’s a pleasing growl to match the 
surge of acceleration. After all, driving a sporty 
car without the right soundtrack is like eating a 
bacon sandwich without brown sauce - but you 
don’t want it all the time. 

The 265 also has a hi-tech suspension system 


which combines all that’s necessary for stable, 
virtually roll-free cornering without the hard ride 
long associated with sporting cars. 

The extra power is partly down to a higher 
turbo pressure, so you don’t need a heavy right 
foot to ride a smooth and progressive wave of 
power. Maximum torque is an impressive 
360Nm, but 80 per cent of that is available at 
1,900rpm so pick-up is rapid in almost any gear 
and conditions. 

The six-speed box and the gear ratios were 
re-engineered for these two models, to give a 
slicker, sportier feel. 

It comes in two versions. The £25,245 Cup is 
the more track focused of the two and includes 
a limited slip differential. The £26,445 Renault¬ 
sport 265 is more luxuriously equipped and 
comes with the standard sport chassis, striking 
a balance between dynamic performance and 


everyday comfort, and with a few more luxury 
touches. 

While the new car has an extra 15bhp over its 
predecessor, it’s also more economical and 
cleaner. Fuel consumption increases from 34.4 
to 37.7mpg and C02 emissions are down from 
190 to 174g/km. 

The power steering has been recalibrated for 
more precision. Braking performance is impres¬ 
sive, too, with 340mm vented front discs and 
four-pot Brembo calipers and a bigger servo. 

The 265 looks the part, too. Low, sleek and 
aggressive, Renault has added a new FI-style 
aerodynamic splitter and LED daytime running 
lights at the front, and there is also a choice of 
new 18in alloy wheels. 

Inside, the 265 is a full family-sized five-seater 
with superb sports seats for driver and front pas¬ 
senger to hold you softly but firmly through the 


twisty bits: leather is standard on the 265. Not 
at all sure about the bright yellow seatbelts in 
the test car, though. 

The driver’s seat and steering wheel are multi- 
adjustable and the interior exudes quality. 

On the safety front, the Renaultsport 265 
scored maximum points in the independent 
EuroNCAP crash test programme. 

The flagship model has carbon-grey leather 
seats (heated in front), climate control air con¬ 
ditioning, extra tinted glass in the side and rear 
windows, hands-free keycard entry and a tyre 
pressure monitor. 

That’s on top of the standard kit list for the 
Cup version, which includes eight airbags, ABS 
with brakeforce distribution and dynamic man¬ 
agement systems, air conditioning, trip com¬ 
puter, split/fold rear seats, cruise control and 
speed limiter, rear parking sensors. 


Oh, and of course, that vital sport touch - 
drilled aluminium pedals.

Modem marques a driving force

I was never a fan of the outgoing 
Hyundai GT. While it looked awe¬ 
some, it disappointed and in almost 
every other area it was a let-down. 

So when the new Veloster was announced I 
was hoping that lessons had been learned and 
a new enthusiasm for Hyundai’s sports cars 
would be ignited. 

Well at first glance, I think they’ve got it spot 
on. The styling is unusual - I can’t think of any 
other car that looks like the Veloster. 

It is futuristic with very sweeping lines propor¬ 
tioned to look larger than it is with three doors 
as it is a hatchback. 

A large panoramic sunroof dominates the top 
of the car, and while not a new concept, it looks 
stunning on the Veloster. Personally my favourite 
view is from the back as it combines some 
clever styling with a rear diffuser. 

Perfectly 

Internally the Veloster delivers as well. The 
Sport model I was testing had optional red 
leather front seats and side panels which com¬ 
plemented the rest of the interior perfectly. 

The sport bucket seats hold you in firmly with 
support just where you need it. The dashboard, 
while sharing features with other cars in the 
Hyundai range, has a sporty feel and provides 
information instantly. 

The test car was also fitted with the Media 
Pack which is an option on the Sport. It provides 
touch screen satellite navigation, eight speakers 
with a sub-woofer and an amplifier to power the 
whole thing, and they throw in a reversing cam¬ 
era. At £1,100 for this option it appears quite 
pricey, but I think it compares favourably to other 
makes and all of it worked very well. 

The Veloster is fitted with a 1.6litre petrol 


engine developing about 140 bhp. Not a stag¬ 
gering amount, but the six-speed manual gear¬ 
box does allow for respectable acceleration. 

That said, you do need to explore the upper 
reaches of the rev range to get 
the best from it. The gearbox is smooth and 
easy to use but there is also the option of a dual 
clutch transmission if you really need one. 

I managed to squeeze more than 47 miles per 
gallon so it need not be an expensive exercise 
feeding the Veloster. 

Yet again Hyundai has been hard at work on 
the suspension front. What you lose in absolute 
horsepower can be quickly regained on the 
twisty sections of our roads and the Veloster is 
an absolute blast to drive in these circum¬ 
stances with plenty of feel through the steering 
to let you know what’s going on and suspension 
that allows you to explore the chassis limitations 
without any dramas. 

But is there such a thing as a free lunch? Well 
the Veloster comes pretty close. 

The usual Hyundai five-year warranty is ever 
present and provides great peace of mind and 


is such a feature of the marque that it almost 
gets overlooked when it does really need to be 
stressed. 

With dramatic styling, sensible fuel economy 
and running costs, it is pretty difficult to really 
fault the overall package. Prices start at £17,995. 

The i30 hatchback has been with us for some 
time and has proved to be a popular addition to 
the Hyundai range. Now it has been joined by 
the Tourer which is, in effect, a new estate ver¬ 
sion of the i30. However, don’t think this means 
that nothing has changed, far from it. 

The bodywork is extended and provides mas¬ 
sive boot space which swallowed up my lug¬ 
gage with consummate ease. I do not think 
there would be any problem getting all the fam¬ 
ily’s luggage in the back with room to spare. 
However this extra length, 185mm over the 
hatchback, does not suddenly mean that the 
Tourer becomes a car park drama. 

It was easy to manoeuvre and felt little differ¬ 
ent from the hatchback. Going back to the boot 
it is also possible to lower the back seats to gain 
even more space which means a trip to the DIY 


store will not be a problem. Oh, and if this is not 
enough, there are also underfloor storage com¬ 
partments as well. 

Internally, you are treated to comfortable 
seats and a dashboard layout that is easy to 
comprehend and makes for an easy car to drive 
long distance, something that is essential if you 
want to get the most of the Tourer. 

The suspension also complements the 
Tourer’s aspirations perfectly. It provides a bal¬ 
ance between firmness and compliance which 
means it soaks up the bumps well but lacks the 
softness that can make a journey tiring as you 
struggle to keep the car pointed to where you 
want to go. The steering is also light with great 
feel which does inspire confidence. 

The engine fitted to the test car was Hyundai’s 
1.6 CRDi diesel engine that also has intelligent 
Stop Start fitted as standard. This works very 
well and unlike some systems I have tested, is 
very efficient and does not interfere with your 
driving in traffic. However, with all these features, 
one of the things that impressed me was the fuel 
consumption. 


I have read on many occasions wild claims 
made by motor manufacturers that frankly are 
only obtainable in a wind tunnel with a robot 
driving. Not so in the Tourer. Hyundai claim 67.3 
mpg and I can say that they have probably 
understated this as I achieved slightly better fuel 
consumption. What this means is that distance 
driving is not only comfortable but also afford¬ 
able as well. 

The Tourer, therefore, ticks a number of 
important boxes. 

Firstly it is comfortable, especially for long dis¬ 
tance driving. The storage levels are such that it 
will take almost anything you can think of with 
ease. The fuel consumption makes this a prac¬ 
tical proposition from a cost perspective and 
with the Hyundai five-year warranty and prices 
starting from £16,195 OTR you can’t go far 
wrong. 

Oh, and if all this wasn’t enough to convince 
you, the i30 Tourer has also been awarded the 
maximum five star safety rating from Euro NCAR 
the independent vehicle assessment organisa¬ 
tion. It looks more and more like a bargain.
